Many of the Lines Involved Manage 
te Ren Out Cars — Bold Attempt 
ef Two Strikers to Murder a Rau- 
road Official — The Campanies Re- 
fase to Compromise—Hiring New Men— 
Some of the Strikers Get. ‘Fighting 
Drank”—Strotg Police Guards on All 
the Lines—A Threatening Situation,

New Tonk, January 31.—At noon yesterday 
two men went into the Third Avenue stable 
and asked to see Treasurer Beaver of the road. 
Supt. Robertson conveyed their request to 
Mr. Beaver and remarked, incidentally, that 
he had heard thatone of the men, John J. 
Collins, had a pistol. Collins formerly was 
employed on the road, but is now out of work. 
Mr. Beaver would not consent to see the men 
unless Police Capt. Gunner was present. 
The Captain was in charge of the 
police outside, and when Collins and 
his companion entered the office, Oapt. 
Gunner followed unobserred by them. He 
stood a few feet behind Collins. The other 
visitor began to talk with Mr. Beaver and 
after a moment Collins put his hand slowly 
into his pocket and drew out a revolver. 
He did notZhave time to raise the weapon for 
Capt. Gunner pounced upon him and seized 
bis hand. There wasavery briefscuffie and 
then Collins and his revolver were prisoner 8. 
Mr. Beaver was considerably disturbed by tne 
episode but he positively refused to make 
a complaint against Collins, who was far on 
the way to intoxication. Collins was therefore 
taken to court, where Justice Ford discharged 
bim for lack of complaint. His revolver was 
a small Smith& Wesson seven shooter, 
loaded in every chamber.

THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT.* 
Quietness reigned at allthe East and West 
side stables during the night, but each stable 
was guarded by police officers in case of any 
troubie. There were many applicants for 
work at the Sixth avenue stables this morn- 
ing. They were nearly all green hands. But 
tew of the strikers have made applications so 
far. It ie seid that over 500 .applicants had 
asked to be put to work. The Sixth avenue 
road started its cars at : o’clock. There 
were six policemen placed on each car. The 
company will run forty cars during the 
day. Inspector Williams with 134 men and 
four sergeants and four roundsmen were in 
charge of the depot. 

FIGHTING DRUNK. 

The Broadway line will send outas many 
cars to-day as can be protected. No attemys 
will be madetorun cars on either the Eighth 
or the Ninth Avenue roads. The officers of 
these roads say they will await the result else - 
where before doing anything. It is feared that 
there will be trouble atthe Belt Line to-day. 
The men are congregated thickly at the sta- 
bles and exhibit an ugly disposition. They 
are encouraged by the unsuccessful attempt of 
the company to run a car yesterday. They 
threatened this morning to throw the first car 
bocily into the river with all on board. Many 
of the men have become fighting drunk. 

GUARDING THE 2TATE ARSENAL. 

On account ot a rumor that an attack was 
being urranged by thé strikers for the pur- 
— of securing arms from the State Arsenal, 

venth avenue and Thirty-fifth street, a 
squad of twenty men from the Second Battery 
have been ‘etailed under Lieut. Pasco to 
watch the Arsenal until the strike is ended. 
A detail of ten men was also placed in charge 
of the Armory of the Second Battery to pro- 
tect the Gatling guns that are kept there. The 
same reserve force is kept at police headquar- 
ters as yesterday and the same general police 
precautions are maintained. The Third ave 
nue cars are running so nicely that only one 
policeman is now kept on each car. 

A LITTLE EXCITEMENT.

A large number of tae most prominent busi- 
ness houses of the city have been neatly taken 
in by a young man of neat appearance and 
pleasant address who persuaded them 
to advertise in a little Souvenir pam- 
phlet he was getting up. The book 
was a. collection of poems, “A 
Roman Legend’’ and other poems dy 
James Clarence Garvy. The book, a copy of 
which he carried as a sample, was bound in 
celluloid semi-transparent covers and neatly 
fastened with a plate chain with a me- 
dalion attached, giving the whole 
thing a very neat and pleasing 
appearance. According to the statement 


ot the many victims the young Man repre- 
sented himself to be an agent of the E.Jaccard 
Jewelry Co. and regularly authorized 
to solicit advertising. He then explained the 
lan. This neat littl book was to 
© gotten up for distribution among 
the customers of the . Jaccard 
Jewelry Co.,and whose names appeared in the 
blue book. None but the jbest and 
wealthiest customers would - 
the highest class trade would catered to. 
The company wanted only one retail house in 
each branch of trade to advertise tn this 
eminently select pamphlet, he said ,and he con- 
sequently selected the best house of the kind. 
He played this compliment in against 
every man he went to, telling the clothiers 
that no other clothning-house would get a 
place, the decorators that no other deco- 
rator would be represented, and 80 on. 

This was only a small nail, butthe thing 
that caught them all was that eemi transpar- 
ent outside rock celluloid cover.through whioh 
the advertisement on the back page could 
be clearly seen. In fact, people would look 
closer when seeing the adyertisement in 
that way than they would other- 
wise, natural curtosit would lead 
them totry and decipher the print through 
the cover. He got every merchant he tackled 
on that back page, and prom 
to put them all there. The price 
for an ordinary advertisement on the inside 
was $15 a page, and for the last page next the 
cover $35, the extra §20 being charged 
for the superiority of the location. 

He made his bargains, 
gotthe copy, had the advertisements and 
brought the proofs around for corrections. 

HE WORKED VERY OPENLY 
and frankly, and spoke frequentiy about the 
Jaccard Jewelry Co. Twelve thousand of these 
pretty little hooks were to made 
and distributed by the E.Jaccard Jewelry 
Co. Yesterday afternoon he visited aii 
of his customers with sample copies 
of the books made ap with some of the adver- 
tisements ip it.

HIGH*HANDED PROCEEDINGS OF THE GER- 
MANS IN SAMOA. 


They TInaugurate an Iron Rule on the 
Islands—The Police Force of Apia Placed 
Under Control of the Germans—Mataafh 
Strongly Entrenched—The Steamer Rich- 
mend Bearded and Searched by Ger- 
mans. 


AUCKLAND,. January 31.—Advices from Sa- 
moa state that the German officials have 
given notice that all vessels arriving there 
will be searched for articles contraband of 
war. They have suppressed the Samoan 
Times. 

ARRESTED FOR VISITING MATAAFA. 

A passenger on the British steamer Wainul, 
who visited Mataafa’s camp, was placed under 
arrest, but was subsequently released in com- 
pliance with a demand of the British Consul. 

UNDER GERMAN CONTROL. 

A proclamation has been issued placing the 

Apia police force under German control. 
MATAAFA’S STRENGTH. 

Mataafa’s followers number 6,000. They are 
strohgly entrenched and other Samoans are 
rapidly joining them. 

SEARCHED BY GERMANS. 

Upon the arrival of the steamer Richmond 
she was boarded and searched by the Ger- 
mans. 

Interview With Commander Seavey. 


Sax Francisco, Cal., January %1.—Com- 
mander R. P. Seavey of the United States 
steamer Adams, which arrived here from 
Samoa via Honolulu yesterday in an inter- 
view to-day said: 

„There was a great deal of commotion 
when I was at Apia. Iwentdown there with 
all kinds of orders suited to a time 
of peace, but when war broke out I 
threw the orders to the wind. They would do 
in time of peace, but were not applicable 


to the condition of affairs then. When 
I saw Brandies, the German Consul, 
leading 500 natives in support of Tamasese, 1 
wrote him a letter asking him to desist. 
I said: 1 am here to protect American 
citizens end American property, and I 
will not wait idly by and seo you plunging the 
couptry into trouble, when lives and prop- 
erty may be destroyed. If you do not desist I 
shall take such measures to protect them asl 
deem the circumstances demand.“ 
A CONFERENOR. 

He sent word back that no Americans nor 

American property would be molested. In a 
little while,though,much the same tactics were 
operated. There was a meeting of Con- 
sule aboard the German Warship 
Adler and at the meeting I said to the 
Germans: 
‘Now just let the natives fight it out de- 
tween themselves.’ Oh, no.’ They 
could not do that. They said they 
had proclaimed Tamasese King and 
they could not leave him now to fight it out 
alone. I said I would take a hand in this. 

‘If you persist in aiding Tamasese and ficht- 
ing for him I will participate,’ and I pulled the 
Adame in abead of the Adler and\ would 
have done my partin the fray if the Germans 
had decided they must have it. I had made 
up my mind that the Adams could throw some 
shells, too. At this they eased down and 
promised that it should be 

HANDS OFF. 

Next there were notices ted by the Ger- 
mans stati that the bridge over the river 
at Apia and separating ali the back coun- 
t where the natives were would be 
taken up. I tore those notices off. 1 said 
there should be no demolition of bridges. 
Then Iordered my carpenters up the next 
morning,and, meantime, word having got out 
all around, scores of natives came to aid in 
repairing and fixing the bridge. I also 
threw some marines ashore to protect it. 
It is not necess to say that the 
bridge was not destroyed. The Adams left 
Samoa December 7, and was not present dur- 
ing the recent battle between the Germans 
and Mataafa’s forces.’’ 


Consul General Sewell’s Views.

LEWISTON, Me., January 31.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Sewell of Samoa is a son of Arthur Sewell, 
the Maine railroad magnate, and has been 
spending avacation in this State. He left 
yesterday for Washington, whence he expects 
to at once proceed to Apia. Mr. Sewell said: 

Jam much pleased with the outcome of the 
investigation at Washington and the improved 
prospects for American interests in Samoa. 
At last it looks as if our Government has 
awakeped to the importance of those inter- 
ests and will give 22 N 
tection and encouragement they 
le the American colony will gro 
rapidly if peace is assured for 1 consider this 
island group one of the most attractive spots 
in the world and a grand ing for Ameri- 
can commerce.

DESERTED BY THE CAPTAIN, 88 


Deine Information of the Leng Missing 
Reck Terrace. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January $1.—Informa- 
tion bas reached thiafcity that the long missing 
clipper skip Rock Terrace, which was sup- 
posed to have gone down a year ago, while 
bound to Japan, had drifted into the Gilbert 
group of islands in a sound condition, with 
only a few inches of water in her bold. The 
Rock Terrace sailed from the Standard 
Oll-works at Point Breeze on Septem- 


ber 2, 1887, for Hiogo, Japan, under 
contract with the China and Japan Trading 
Co. of New York. O’Brien & Sueden of this 
city cleared the vessel and her cargo, 625,000 
gailons of refined oll in cases and 250 tons of 
phosphate lime valued at $125,000. When near 
the Philippirie Islands on her run to Hiogo, 
Capt. Atkinson,for some unexplained reason, 
but it is thought through trouble with his 
crew, left hie vessel and landed on an island 
near which the vessel happened to be pass 
ing and left ner to her fate. Nothing more 
was heard of the abandoned craft until she 
was sighted off the Gilbert Islands. 

When the German steamship Eboe was 
searching for an island on which to land Mall- 
etoa, the exiled Samoan King, who was put 
ashore at Jaliut Islands of theg Marshall group, 
the Rock Terrace was passed under easy sail, 
which bad been set by her deserting crew 
months before. but the Germau commander, 
thinking her all right, paia no further atten- 
tion to her until on bis return, when he saw 
her stranded ou the ontiying coral reefs of 
the Tarawa nds, one of the Gil- 
bert group. The natives succeeded 
in mg out almost the entire cargo, which 
so lightened the vessel that she worked tur- 
ther up on the reefs and broke to pieces. 
United States Vice-Consul Siackiock at Apia, 
Samoa, has been authorised to send an agent 
to look afterthecargo. Nothing is Known of 
what became of the crew, but it is supposed 
that they reached the Philippine Islands in 
safety and reshipped. Capt. Atkinson is 
said to be living in seclusion in NovaScotia. 
The Rock Terrace was built at Port-land, 
N. B., in 1875, and had regietered 1,769 tons. 
Troop & Son of St. John, N. B., were the 
owners. The Island of Tarawa lies in lat. 1.29 
south and 17.5 west, and has 3,500 inhabitants 
of — most dangerous and warlike tempera- 
ment.

Aimed at Detective Agencies. 


Sr. Pav, Minn., January 31.—A bill came 
before the Senate yesterday which is almed at 
detective agencies that send men into various 
parts of the country to do police duty.

CLEARED UP AT LAST. 


The Mysterious Murder of Phillip Heppet 
of Yonkers, N. Y. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

New Yorn, Jaouary 31.—About fifteen years 
ago Phillip Heppet, who was about 65 years of 
age and who resided in Yonkers, disappeared 
under very atrange circumstances. He was 
last seen alive while returning from a schutzen 
festin Hoboken, N.J., where he had been 
with some friends. Heppet was a heavy 
drinker and bis friends concluded that he had 
fallen overboard and was drowned while in- 
toxicated. Last night a startling re- 
port was circulated that the police 
had got possession of evidence to 


show that Heppet was murdered, and that a 
numberof the persons supposed to be con- 
nected with hie death are now residents of 
Yonkers. On Tuesday Chief John Mangin of 
the Yonkers police was informed that Jacob 
Scperle, who resides on Waverly street, Yon- 
kers, knew something about the disappear- 
ance of Heppet, and on Tuesday sent for Se- 
perle, who said that Andrew Patterson, who 
died about eighteen months ago, informed 
him on several occasions that Heppet bad 
been murdered. Shortiy before he died Se- 
perle savas Peterson told him the deed was 
done in Henry Fleck s saloon at Yonkers, and 
that the body was buried at the bottom of the 
well. Seperle also claimed to have been told 
ascimilar story a week ago by Powell Betts. 

Betts was sent for by the Chief and said his 
son George had been told, shortly after Peter- 
son died, that Heppet had been killed in 
Fleck“ saloon and buried in the well by Fe- 
terson. Chief Mangin, after consultation 
with Mayor Bell, decided to notify Coroner 
Button of ane Sing, who immediately or- 
Gered the well in Fleck’s celiar to be excava- 
ted. At 3 o’clock yesterday workmen be- 
gan to dig out the well, which is 20 feet deep, 
and expect to reach the bottom this morning. 
Last night Fieck was very nervous and 
while © was at i the station- house 
asked Chief Mangin if he had not better em- 

loy an attorney. Tue Chief toid him he had 

tter wait until after the searchin the well 
had been made. It is said tnat Fleck and 
Heppet had from time te time transacted con- 
siderable business together and that Heppet 
owned considerable property in Yonkers and 
Tarrytown, which he subsequentiy disposed 
of. Fleck is at present well-to-do, besides 
owning the house where the body of Heppet 
is alleged to be buried.

Usually the city out 
of its own funds pays forthe construction of 
the main sewer and taxes the property- 
holders for the branches and 
connections. When the Vande- 
venter sewer was started it was 
done in compliance with the urgent requests 
of the property owners and residents there. 
A district covering about 500 acres was to be 
Grained and the improvement was wanted 
immediately. The city did not at that time 
have money enough to warrantthe construc- 
tion of the sewer at the city’s er- 
pense. 80 taking into consideration 
the urgency of the case and the large 
territory to be improved it was thought that 
the property could well bear the cost of the 
entire work. Consequently the work was 
started and isnow finished. The property- 
holders object to the payment of the 
cost of the main sewer, which they 
claim should be paid for by the 
city. On the other hand the city 


claims that the enhancementin value of the 
property since the sewers were put in will 
easily bear the special tax. The matter will 
probably get into the Uircuit Court for settle - 
ment. 


Preparing to Bid. 


A great deal of interest is being shown by

WHO CARES? 
The Constitution of the United States 
expressly provides that All bills for rais- 
being revenue shall originate in the House 


“propose or concur with amendments as 
“on other bills.” 

This is an express limitation of the Sen- 
ate's power over revenue bills to the sim- 
ple function of approving or rejecting rov - 
enue bills proposed by the House or of 
suggesting and concurring in amendments 
thereto. It plainly interdicts the enact- 
ment of any revenue bill originating in or 
formed by the Senate. 

It was not inserted in anticipation of a 
time when the Senate would be controlled 
by millionaires and attorneys for great 
‘*yo0dle combines’’ and incorporated mo- 
nopolies. But not until the Senate was 
thus controlied did it ever dare to disre- 
gard that interdict and assume the funo- 
tion of originating and framing a revenue 
bill of its own, while refusing to consider, 
amend or vote on a House bill reducing 
taxation to the needs of the Government. 
The idea of the framers of the Constitu- 
tion was that Senators who hold office for 
six years and who are chosen not by th 
people, but by legislative caucuses, shoul 
not be permitted to usurp what is, in all 
free countries, the exclusive privilege of 
representatives chosen directly by the 
people and immediately answerable to 
them. 

The present Senate has sought to reverse 
the constitutionally fixed relations of the 
two houses to revenue bills. It has not 
only refused to consider a revenue Dill 
regularly passed by the House, but now 
insists that the House shall be content 
with the function of merely proposing and 
concurring in amendments to a revenue 
bill originating in and framed by the Sen- 
ate. It is not at all strange that a bill so 
unconstitutionally conceived should vio- 
late every constitutional limitation of the 
taxing power—should increase taxes, not 
to raise revenue, but to reduce revenue 
and to pour the proceeds into the coffers 
of a favored few. 


THE CLAYTON MURDER. 

Even the most purblind partisan, no 
matter what he may say for political ef- 
fect, can see that the assassination of Col. 
Joux M. CLaytTown is for obvious reasons 
a greater shock to Arkansas Democrats 
than to Republicans anywhere. He was 
so honest, so useful and so amiable a 
man that every prominent Democrat in 
the State loved him and missed no oppor- 
tunity to sound his praises. 

His murder can be imputed to nobody 
but the unknown scoundrels who stole the 
Plummerville ballot-box, and who were 
rendered desperate by the danger to 
which his contest for BRECKENRIDGE’s 
seat exposed them. Rewards for their 
discovery and apprehension had been of- 
fered by both parties; the penitentiary 
stared the villains in the face, and they 
sought to save themselves by assassinat- 
ing him in the night. . 

But the Democrats of Arkansas should 
be keenly sensible of the fact that they 
can secure justice for themselves in this 
matter only by bringing the murderers to 
justice—not by lynch law, as someof them 
propose—but by enlisting the whole popu- 
lation in the search for those ballot-box 
thieves, and in the search for evidence to 
convict them of this horrible murder. 
The deed and the motive for it should be 
clearly shown in a court of justice before 
any man is hung or killed for it. 

The summary execution of any man on 
this account without a fair trial would 
most suspiciously resemble another mum 
der committed to cover up that theft of 
the ballot-box. s

A shocking story of Congressional corrup- 
tion comes from Washington. It is said that 
when the vote was being taken on the reso- 
lution setting apart a day for the Oklahoma 
bill, Mr. Springer was downcast because he 
feared its defeat. Representative O'Neill of 
Missouri approached him and wagered a cigar 
that the resolution would be adopted. Mr. 
Springer accepted the bet, and looked more 
cheerful. The treacherous O'Neill then 
passed word around among his colleagues, 
and a large number in turn offered 
Mr. Springer the same wager, which was 
invariably accepted. Then they went off to 
the tellers, and, voting asthey had betted, 
carried the resolution by eight majority. Mr.

With admirable 
presence of mind he sought to ‘‘cover his 
shorte’’ by buying 5-cent cigars, but under 
pressure from O'Neill, discharged his obiiga- 
tions with the more aristocratic brand known 
technically as two for a quarter. It was 
probably the first case on record where votes 
in Congress went as low as 12% cents apiece. 


Ventilate the Campaign Fund,

There are other provisions for securing the 
secrecy of the ballot and the purity of elec- 
tions; but no reform of the election laws 
would be of much value unless all campaign 
committees and individuals intrusted with 
the collection of political funds la be 
required to submit their acco to 
official inspection and audit. In no 
other way can the corrupt use of money 
in elections be effectually checked. 
The law should define strictly the necessary 
expenditures of an election, and the accounts 
of these expenditures, as well as the receipts, 
should be duly audited and open for public 
inspection. So long, of course, as voters can 
be purchased some means will be found for 
evading the most perfect system of election 
laws; but the duty of lawmakers isto reduce 
to the minimum the opportunities and temp- 
tations to corrupt the ballot, 


The Outery About Samoa.

Now it is to be noted that the United States 
never guaranteed to enforce the newtrality of 
Samoa. If Germany has broken the neu- 
trality, it has broken faith with Somoa and 
England, not with the Unitell States.

Seay and L. G. Kelly. lt 

has been the custom of 

former committees ap- 

pointed to examine the 

Treasurer and Auditor's 

office not to investigate 

the condition and manner of conducting 

the Insurance Department, but this committee 

recognizing, as is stated in the report, the 

immense sums of money owned and operated 

in this state by foreign as well as domestic 

companies, and, their activity in pushing 

their business in every branch, and the won- 

derful success they have achieved among the 

people and the tax-payers of the State, con- 

sidered this office too important to be over- 
looked. 

It was on December 2, that the committee 
visited the office, which is located in the Tur- 
ner building on Eighth street, between Olive 
and Locust streets, and met the Instrance 
Commissioner, Hon. Alfred Carr, and Messrs. 
Chris Ellerbee and Given Campbell, the 
attorneys for the Department. The general 
statement which prefaces the detailed report 
of the investigation, shows thatthe result of 
the examination was anything but satisfactory 
to the committee. The words of the report 
are as follows: ‘‘This department of State was 
as unique in its creation as it has been in its 
practices, and both are curiously novel. It

within itself, to which the State Auditor’s and 
Treasurer’s offices have been attached, it 
would seem, for mere convenience. The 
State Treasurer being used as a kind of savings 
bank for the Commissioners, and the 
Auditor’s office a ind of an appurten- 
anch, through which warrants might be 


drawn on the Commissioner's savings 
ruthlessly wrung from the companies. The 
opinion seems to have prevailed since the es. 
tablishment of this office that it was created 
for the Commissioner and the companies. 
That the people had nothing whatever to do 
with it, that it was 8 and that 
was enough for the pubiic to know. The 
Commissioner and his chief adviser, Judge 
Knott, contended with the committee that as 
long as the companies paid the expenses of 
the department, no one had any right to com- 
plain, which is clearly unreasonabie. Noth- 
ing but penal reformatory and charitable in- 
stitations should be suffered to exist for an 
hour under the guise of a State Institution or 
department, that does not directly benefit the 
people or increase the revenue of the State, 
unless it be necessary in the administration of 
the affairs of the State. This department is 
in nowlse essential to the successful manage- 
ment of the State concerns, and should not 
exist unless a source of revenue. 

The total resources of the insurance com- 
panies, fire, life aud accident, operating in 
this State in 1887 was $761,002,286. The aggre- 
gate amount of = of all kinds of com- 
panies is $!97,657,200. Thie much money was 
paid in the year 1587 by the pie of the State 
to Insurance companies. The amount paid 
back to the policyholders by accident and fire 
companies forthe same year was $72,390,707 
and to policy-holders by lite and muteal as- 
sessment com os, excepting benevolent 
and afd societies, was $62,515,343. ere was re- 
tained by the companies of all kinds, excepting 
benevolent societies, $62,751,150. The total in- 
come of the companies of all kinds operating 
in Missouri, for the past year, was $234,037,- 
44. This Income is the aggregate of pre- 
miums received and interest on bonds and 
stocks owned by the companies. A balance of 
$62,751,150 was left in the vaults of the com- 
panies after they had paid all losses, except 
running and contingent expenses. 

On the question of taxation the report 
speaks thus M Te taxation of insur- 
ance companies does not depend upon this 
office; In fact it does much to trammel fair 
and IApartial taxation. The head of the de- 
partment argues that foreign insurance com- 
panies pay all they should pay when they 
comply with section No. ¢,057, which requires 
themto pay annualiya State tax upon all 
premiums received, whether in cash or in 
notes inthis State, or accounts of business 
done in this Statein excess over return pre- 
miums and loans actually paid during the 
year in this State for insurance of life property 
or interests inthis State at the rate of 1 per 
cent perannum. Foreign companies should 
be taxed high, but not so high as to be unrea- 
sonable. They are not required to de ita 
dollar provided they have a deposit in the 
State oftheir own creation. A certificate of 
deposit is all that is necessary to authorize 
them to work in this State. They come, and 
there are in this State to-day 
over two hundred and twenty-five 
foreign insurance companies representing a 
capital that exceeds allthe railroad property 
in the State. The total tax paid by all these 
companies for the past two years was $49, - 
215. From this eg ge it is useless to say

TRE “LARD COMPOUND,” 


Action of Western Lard Men Dis- 
cussed on Change. 


The recent action of the lard manufacturers 
of Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas City in the 
question of brands has created some com- 
ment in the pork corner’’ on ‘Change. 
After a conference together, it is said, the 
lard men determined to brand their packages 
‘‘lard compound“ instead of ers- 
fined iard.’’ Speaking of the mat- 
fer to-day Mr. Michael McEnnis, 


who is interested in the question, said: ‘‘This 
action of the lard men is made in anticipation 
of any law which may be passed compelling 
them to brand their packages as they are now 
ent The compound they sell is really made 
up of cotton seed stearine, cotton seed oil, 
tallow and other fate and greases and then 
flavored with a certain percentage of pure 
lard. Thirty or ferty years ago,when Edward 
Ring first manufactured lard in this city, the 
SS compound was altogether unknown. 

‘othing but the pure article itself was put 
upon the market and it sold fora high price. 
It was found though that in the summer the 
lard would become very soft and oily, and it 
was dificult to keep it in a barrel. Then a 

rocess was used to squeeze out the oil in the 
ard and the pure cake-lard was left in the 
cloths. There was at this time a.very rich 
and extensive trade in this kind of! „ but 
when the new chemical refining process came 
into v e the old trade was completely 
knocked out. Now they can take the blackest 
kind of greases and refine and sweeten them 
down until they areas white as your shirt. 
Through these methods “7 found that pure 
lard could be undersold. The agents of the 
American manufacturers were compelled to 
take off the brand of ‘refined lard’ on Ameri- 
can pack in England and now the Ameri- 
can manufacturers themselves have adopted 
the policy to forestall any act of Congress on 
the matter.

No dram-shop shall be licensed or permit.

It, 
after a dram-shop license is granted, the 
building in which the dram-shop is located 
shall be used for the above mentioned pur. 
poses or any of them, thea the license shall 
be null and void.“ 

THE LAW IGNORED.

Members of the Lower House of the Mis- 
sourt Legislature Dissatisfied With the 
Joint Committees, Pregramme—The 
House Committee Snowed Under—Jadge 

‘Kaott and the Insurance Department 
Investigation. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPaTcn. 

. JEFFERSON rrr, Mo., January 30.—As stated 
in yesterday’s Post-DisrPatcm there is great 
danger of a dead-lock between the upper and 
lower branches of the General Assembly on 
the question of revision. The House this aft- 
ernoon, sitting in committee of the whole, 
agreed by a large vote to recommend that the 
joint and concurrent revision resolution be 
rescinded. To-morrow the same body will 
meet in a different character, and, as the 
House of Representatives, will act. on the rec- , 
ommendation which they will make to them- 
selves as a committee of the whole. 

The story of the contest over the revision, 
together with its immediate effect on legisia- 
tion, is short and easily told. Shortly after 
the convening of the Legislature January 2 
there were introduced in the Senate 
and House two copies ofthe same joint and 
concurrent resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Revision to rec- 
ommend and to have charge of the execution 
of a plan for the revision of the statutes and 
session acts of the State. This joint resolu. 
tion was adopted by both branches of the 
General Assembly and becamealaw. Under 
this resolution a Committee on Revision was 
appointed in the Senate, of which Senator 
Sam Major of. Howard was made Chairman, 
and in the House a similar committee, with 
Edwin Silver of Cole County at its head. 
These committees met in joint session and 
agreed upon a plan of revision. The scheme 
of the committees contemplated the reference 
of a bi on its introduction to the 
appropriate standing committee of the 
house in which it was introduced, 
and its Incorporation in the section of the 
statutes to which it belonged. The standing 
committees were to revise all sections of the 
statutes relating to subjects over which they 
had jurisdiction as committees and were from 
time to time to report to the Senate and 
House revised bills containing both the new 
bills introduced this session and the old laws 
as amended. These revised bills were to be 
referred by the Senate and House to the Re- 
vision Committees, who in turn were to go 
over the revised bills and the statutes again, 
annotate the statutes and refer the com- 
pleted, condensed and perfected laws back to 
the Senate and House for final adoption. 

This plan, while it appears simple, 
was madé decidedly complex and unwieldly 
by the necessity arising for almost continuous 
joint meetings of the standing committees of 
both Senate and House. For instance, before 
incorporating in a revised bill a measure 
which bad just been introduced and referred 


tothem, the Senate Committee in criminal 
jurisprudence would be expected to hold a 
meeting with the same committee in the House 
in order to obtain unity of action on the same 
statute. There were other little details about 
the system which itis claimed made lt any- 
thing dut a convenient one. This plan of re- 
vision, good or bad, was recommended to the 
Senate and House by the Revision Com- 
mittees and was adopted in both 
branches. In the Hause a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Revision Com- 
mittee to elaborate the plan in detail and to 
offer to the House suggestions as to the man- 
ner in which the standing committees were 
expected to handle and report bills introduced 
this session. In accordance with this reso- 
ution the committee made a report yesterday 
in which they recommended that (the commit- 
tees be not required to report back separately 
bilis which they were not in favor of, and on 
which their report would be that they do not 
pass. This was designed to shut off useless 
discussion on bills reported on adversely and 
to save the Committee on Revision the work 
of fixing up and arranging measures which 
would be almost certain to fall of 
passage. It had an extraordinary effect on 
the House, however. All of a sudden it was 
discovered that too much wer had been 
conferred upon the Revision Committee. 
Members who did not thoroughly understand 
the revision plan conceived the idea that the 
Revision Committee had the right to report a 
Nill back tothe house unfavorably ,along with a 
bateh of thirty or forty other bilis, all marked 
for death in a similar manner; shut off all dis- 
cussion of them on the floor, and practically 
direct the entire legislation of the session. 
Chairman Sliver explained that this was an 
erroneous impression; that most of the work 
of revision was done in the standing com- 
mittees; that the Revision Committee was 
really only a committee of review, and had no 
right to alter a single word in a bill when re- 
ferred to them; but all to no purpose; the cry 
had been raised that the Revision Committee 
were endeavoring to ix up a scheme to do al! 
of the law-making by themselves, and on that 
cry the committee was snowed under by an 
overwhelming vote. 

Should the House to-morrow act on the 
recommendation of the committee of the 
whoie, as it unquestionably will, then a mo- 
tion will be Carried to rescind the adoption of 
the resolution creating the Revision Commit- 
tee and defining its powers and duties. Un- 
less the Senate should concur in this course 
and adopt a similar motion, the act of the 
House b itself will have no effect, and 
the joint and concurrent resolution 
remains the law and the House will still nave 
its Revision Committee inspite of itself. As the 
Senate seems pretty well satisfied with its 
vision Committee it is not probable that it will 
foilow in the footsteps of the House. The re- 
sult will be that the Senate will go ahead with 
the work of revision and the House, unless it 
arrives at some understanding with the Sen- 
ate, will be unable to perform its half of the 
labor.

SENT 10 THE ASYLUM. 


THE WIFE OF PATROLMAN WHITR, THE VIC- 
TIM OF DESPERADO RANDK. 


— 


Sequel to One of the Most Startling Tragedies 
That Ever Stirred St. Louis—The Woman 
Confined in the Same Cell That Once 
Held Her Husband's slayer—A Queer but 
Dangerous Hallucination. 


HERE was sent to the In- 
sane Asylum to-day by City 
Physician Priest a woman 
who hasa history of more 
than ordinary interest. It 
is Mrs. Nellie Rogan, the 
wife of Patrick Rogan, a 
laboring man, residing at 
707 North Fourteenth street. 
Mrs. Rogan is a native of 
Ireland and is 382 years of 
age, but has been living in 
thie city for the past 
twenty-three years, having 
come"to America’ while very young.

r. Wright came to the aid of the policemen 
and fired ashot at Rande about the same time 
the latter fired. On this account some people 
always believed that Wright’s shot might have 
missed Rande and taken effectin White, and 
it would have been difficult to prove that 
Rande had actually killed the officer. White's 
leg had to be amputated and be died in afew 
duys. Rande was taken back to Illinois and 
given alife term in the Joliet penitentiary, 
where he afterward committed suicide. He 
was not tried here because the case against 
him in LUlinois was stronger. Detective 
Stewart was at that time a man 
of remarkabie prowess, and if he had been at 
Wright's when Rande arrived there would 
probably never have been any killing there, 
as he could have easily handied the des- 
perado. 
THE KILLING OF OFFICER WHITE 
and the arrest of Rande created the greatest 
excitement here at the time, and much sym- 
pathy was expressed for the officer’s widow. 
Afand amounting to over $2,000. was raised 
for and given to per. Mrs. White 
appeared to take her husband's death very 
hard. Some time afterward she married her 
present husband, Patrick Rogan. She had 
already lost some money in a small grocery 
which she started shortly after her first hus- 
band’s death. In the course of time all the 
money which had been raised for ber dwindled 
away, and she and her busband had a hard 
struggle for existence. To add to their mis- 
fortanes she became demented. At times she 
would be perfectly rational and again 
she would be madly insane. She woula im- 
2 herselt Queen of England,with the Unit 
States as one of her possessions, and 
thought she had therightto live wherever 
she pleased and get whatever she wanted 
without paying forit. The family became so 
poor that they were unable to pay their rent, 
and were ejected from their apartments at No. 
1458 O0 Fallon street on the i8th of the present 
month. When the police of the Third District 
notified the Chief’s office of this fact, and that 
the woman was out on the sidewalk with 
all her traps, they were ordered by Chief 
Huebler to take her into the station - house or 
find some sort of accommodations for her, as 
she could not be allowed to remain unshel- 
tered, particularly in winter. When the police 
returned to where she was her husband had 
already found a room for her. Recently the 
family have been living at No. 707 North Four 
teenth street. She has one child, a boy 5 years 


of age.

She has been carrying a revolver, and about 
a week before she was ejected from 
the house on O’ Fallon street she fired a shot at 
James Keefe at Thirteenth and Biddie streets.

She 
was taken to the Four Courts and placed in 
cell No. 9 of the calaboose, the very cell in 
which Rande, her husband’s slayer, bad been 
confined waite locked up bere. The woman 
would insist that her husband, Officer White, 
was stil alive and that he and Rogan were 
really the same person, she having merely re- 
married him.

REPUBLICAN VOTES GIVE THE HOUSE RE- 
VISION COMMITTEE A VICTORY. 


A Lively Session of the Lower House—Futile 
Efforts to Down Ed Silver’s Committee— 
After the Insurance Men~—Comptroller 
Campbell and St. Louis Legislation 
Legislative Proceedings at Jefierson City. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrmsraTon. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., January 31.—The Re- 
publican minority in the House has maneu- 
vered to some purpose. Within the past ten 
days they have had two investigating com- 
mittees appointed, on which there are eight 
Democrats and two Republicans. The Dem- 
ocratic majority is only nine. As both inves- 
tigating committees will be out of the city the 
greater part of next week, the Dem«pratic 
majority will de reduced to three. The Be- 
publicans are holding their members well in 
hand, and as the number of absentees average 
half a dozen daily, mostiy on the 
Democratic side, the Republicans may 
be in a position to take charge 
ofthe House almost any day next week. 
This morning it was reported that the Re- 
publicans inthe House would come to the 
rescue of the Democratic Revision Committee 
and save them from utter rout by the domi- 
nant party by voting against the motion 
to rescind or repeal the resolution 
creating the Revision Committee and pro- 
viding a plan for the revision. This is another 
scheme to throw the Democratic camp into 
disorder. The Republicans can de controlled 
as a unit, the Democrats cannot. A large 
majority of the Democratic members will vote 
“against the Revision Committee, but there 
will be enough supporters of the committee 
on the Democratic side who will vote with the 
Republicans to defeat the Democrats. This 
will, of course, tend to split the Democrats 
more than before and the probiem of revision 
will be as far from solution as it was the first 
day of the session. 

THE REVISION WRANGLE. 

When the special order was called up this 
morning Mr. Young of Buchanan offered a 
resolution rescinding the action of the House 
in adopting the joint and concurrent resolu- 
tion creating the Revision Committee and de- 
claring this to be a revision session of the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Tharmond of Callaway took the ground 
that the resolution was dead already, and it 
was unnecessary totry to kill it again. He 
said that owing to the fallure of the Governor 
to sign the resolution within the ten days 
fixed by law, it was inoperative unless made a 
law dy a further resolution of the House. 

Mr. O'Day of Greene County offered the fol- 
lowing substitute for Mr. Young's resolution: 

„Resolved, that it is the sense of this House 
that joint and concurrent resolution No, 4is 
non-operative by reason of the failure of the 
Governor to signa it within ten days after its 
adoption. 

Mr. Flanagan, Republican Member from 
Jasper County, made the point that the adop- 
tion of the substitute was a reflection on the 
Governor of the State.

THE MINORITY WINS. 

The vote then came up on Mr. Young’s 
resolution rescinding the original joint and 
concurrent fesolution. The Republicans and 
Democratic members voted against rescind- 
ing and the Chair decided that the resolution 
offered by Mr. Young was lost by a vote of 74 
ayes to 41 noes, for the reason that a two- 
thirds vote was necessary to change the rules 
of the House as contemplated by the 
resolution. 

Mr. Young appealed from the decision of 
the chair, and the chair was sustained. From 
this vote it will be seen that seventy-four 
members voted against the Revision Commit- 
tee, and forty-one in its favor, and the minor- 
ity carried the day under the two-thirds ruling

Plaintiff afterwards was in- 
formed that the boiler which he had pur- 
chased had been atthe bottom of the Missis- 
sippi river, having been dropped by some 
steamboat dall the other articles of ma- 
chinery which ne had purchased were also 
in a ¥v condition he _ alleges, 
and not fitfor use.
